water

from the brine of ice cream freezers while the same are 
being delivered through the streets 
He has 
seen

stuff deposited 
100 feet fro ma tree then flow down the 
gutter until it enters the soil about the tree roots 
Gas leaks and poorly insulated wires injures trees in 
many places 
The trees of a city are one of its finest assets

Some months ago mail robberies came thick and fast

The public was 
becoming demoralized 
Then the government put the United States marines 
to guarding the registered mails 
Instead of getting 
money the bandits got bullets in their carcasses 
Some

All of the rest of the banditry that is disgracing this 
country could be handled and checked as effectively if 
officials would consider only the conscientious discharge 
of their duty and get away from the prevailing custom 
of pandering to the votes of the criminal element 
Law and order can not expect to accomplish anything 
by sleeping while criminality works
